A NEW FLATIRON. 


11 Prevents the Heat From Comin 
Near the Hand. 
There js always something new, 


Whether It 1s Paris hats or just plain 
fatirons. This time it Is flatirons. The 
olu fron was made of solid metal, ban: 
die ond all. But somebody said: 
“What's the use to heat the handle as 
well as the fron? Why not have one 
handle for hulf a dozen trons and keep 
it away from the fire?’ The handle 
cool and the iron hot seemed éo be the 
most desirable state of affairs, This 
arrangement has been successfully 
used in the irons with separate patent 
handles, but some ingenious Inventor 
has devised a still more successful 
scheme. In the new tron there is a de- 
tachable hood which covers the entire 
iron and which is lined with asbestus, 
This serves two purposes. It keeps the 
heat from coming up to the hand or 
from coming in contact with the han- 
die and thus makes troning a compara. 
tively cool process. It also keeps the 
heat In the Irn from escaping except 
as brought In contact with the damp 
clothes. This makes It necessary to 
change trons less frequently than usual 
and thus saves fuel. 

These new trons come in a number 
of varieties which are designed for dif- 
ferent uses, There are ordinary irons 
for ironing flat articles and plain cloth. 
Ing. Besides these tnore are very heavy 
irons made especially for pressing. 
One of these should be owned by the 
home dressmaker. For soft little baby 
clothes and other small fine articles 
there are stnall irons only four or five 
inches In length, and for troning 
sleeves and ruffles there is a specially 
shaped tron which is long and narrow, 
The trons ought to be much more satis 
factory than the old fashioned kind,

Thirty-five Days. 

“Atchison to California in thirty-five 
days; fare, only $200 in gold.” 

This was the heading of an old hand- 
vill, yellow with age, which a traveler 
laid upon the counter in a rallway tick- 
et office the other day. It was an ad- 
vertisement of a line of stagecoaches 
that, ran from Atchison, Kan., to Sau 
Francisco during the gold excitement 
of years ago, 

“People seldom stop to think what 
their poor ancestors had to put up with 
in the old days,” the mar said. He 
was comparing the old time table with 
a modern railway time table, which 
told of the luxuries one could have by 
traveling on that road, no dust, no jar 
ring and all other disagreeable fea. 
tures eliminated, 

The old time table was a double 
shect of paper, torn and yellow with 
age. It was issued by the Atchison 
and California stagecoach line in 1857, 
The inducements it held forth were in 
strange contrast with those of the 
modern ra'iroad advertisement. The 
stagecoach line advertised that It had 
recently refurnished the entire “road” 
with absolutely new wagonettes, and 
it told what kind of coaches they were, 
how the springs were made and of 
what strength they were, It even said 
that the coaches were painted in the 
“best manner possible.” The horses 
that drew the coaches were described, 
too, as the best, 

An inducement that was held out on 
the time table to prospective passen- 
gers was a stop over privilege. 

“Passengers who had paid their en 
tire fare from Atchison or other points 
to thelr destination,” the paper sald, 
“may register with our agents. A stop 
over privilege is then given for any 
place on the road.” 

The time of the stop over was un- 
limited, The time table provided that 
& passenger might resume the journey 
whenever there was an empty seat io 
the stagecoach, 

“We make quicker time to Califor 
ala than any other stagecoach line and 
at a cheaper rate,” the pamphlet stat 
ed. It weat on to aay that for $200 « 
person could cide all the way from 
Atchison, Kan, to the gold fleids of 
California, 

“The distance Is 1,013 miles,” was 
stated on the time table, “the longest 
distance ever attempted by a stage 
coach jine Atchison to California ia 
thirty-five days.” 

A boast was made that there were 
twelve telograph stations on the road 
to California and that eating places 
bad been established along the road 
where good meals could be had at the 
nominal price of 8&3) «Every passenger 
was allowed twenty-five pounds of bag- 
Gige, consisting of wearing apparel 
and other necessary baggage, All over 
that amount must be paid for at a rate 
of SO cents a pound, 

It was advertived that the risk o@ 
the return trip was very great on ac 
count of the amount of gold dust and 
nuggets being brought back frow Call 
fornia, The company employed only 
the bravest men, fully armed all the 
time, Blut it declined to carry gold 
dust unless paid for at the rate of $3 
a pound, The company refused to be 
held responsible for the lows of the 
gold dust by robbers, lodlans or other 
means, 
| The pamphiet also advertised a fast 
freight line between Atchison and Den- 
ver, The round trip was made in the 
short space of twenty days. To ship 
by this method all merchandise bad 
to be wrapped In waterproof packages, 
A package weighing ten pounds could 
be sent by that route for $5. All over 
that weight was sent at the reduced 
rate of $2 for five pounds 

In its advertisement for passengers 
to California the pamphlet, as stated 
before, allowed every passenger twen- 
ty-five pounds of bageage, However, 
it odvived that as many persons wish 
ed to toke more baggage than the 
welght limit It would bo safer to send 
it to Callfornia by sea.

Tt ts not easy to remove stains from 
the mellow, creamy material without 
spoiling its tone, 

Some useful hints oa cleaning ivory 
are given herewith: When the stains 
are very slight and do not seem to be 
permanent, though they cannot be 
fubbed off with a dry cloth, wash the 
Ivory thoroughly in warm water and 
soapsuds, and then, without drying it 
on a cloth, place it In the bright sun- 
light for a few minutes. This expo- 
sure will usually remove the stains. 
After they have disappeared wash 
the ivory again fn soap and water, 
rinse it thoroughly and dry carefully 
with a soft cloth, 

When the stains do not disappear 
entirely after contact with the sun's 
rays the Ivory should be washed again 
In soap and water, then rinsed in 
clear water to which a little lemon 
Juice has been added, Care must be 
taken to have the temperature of the 
water right, as too great heat will in- 
jure the tvory. 

Very dark discolorations require the 
services of an expert to remove, though 
one may be fairly successful by mb 
bing oxalic acid solution, not too 
strong, and applying this to the dark 
spots or streaks with a brash. After 
ward wash the tvory well In clear 
warm water and dry with absorbent 
cotton or a soft cloth, and then leave 
In the sunshine or In a warm place to 
bidich. 

The acid of a lemon ts not harmful 
to the most delicate plece of tvory 
In fact, the juice of a lemon can be 
applied with a mixture of cleansing 
powder or whiting directly to the 
ivory without running any risk of 
spolling its tone of texture, It should. 
however, be removed quickly and the 
ivory thoroughly cleansed afterward 
with plenty of warm water. Cabinet 
pleces that become discolored can be 
cleaned In this way and will be great.
